A FR A ID O F HIM SELF. 
A Y oung M an Seized W ith an In clin a­ 
tion to C om m it M urder. 
Chicago, July 25tb.—A weird and awful 
tale was told yesterday to Judge Gary in 
the County Court by Henry Munzsr, an 
alleged lunatic. He is a young man about 
27 years old, and of a most excellent char­ 
acter. He was until a year ago employed 
in a large mercantile house as an expert 
accountant. He was rational as he took 
the witness chair. He was not insane, but 
he was fast becoming so, and while he 
avoided any direct reference to his dread 
malady he spoke of "the end” in tones 
that would have melted a heart of stone. 
He said, in answer to a question by the 
Court: 
"I had a good position, a comfortable 
home and the kindest father and brothers 
I never indulged in any excesses of any 
kind, but I became nervous. I went to see 
doctors but they did me no good. Then it 
grew worse and worse. I felt a horrible 
desire to kill some one. Sometimes it be­ 
came almost irresistible, and the efforts to 
control it was awful. I knew the end was 
coming. I cbuld feel I could not continue 
to restrain myself, and might at any time 
kill some of my friends. I did not care 
for myself. 
” One day a friend opened a pocket-knife 
and began to whittle. I could hardly hold 
myself, and I had to shout to him: ‘For 
God’s sake, put that knife away!’ 
"And the nights and the darkness! Ob. 
they were horrible. No one knows what I 
su tiered.” 
He told how he spent six months in a 
sanitarium at Geneva lake, but that the 
treatment did not help him. Then he re­ 
turned to Chicago, but since reaching here 
has not gone to his home, fearing the homi­ 
cidal mania would overpower his will. He 
wanted to be confined in the State asylum 
at Kankakee. 
During the recital of Munzer's sorrowful 
story, the Judge, jury and audience had 
brought strongly to their mind the awful 
story of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. The 
dramatic feature was not in the witness’ 
voice or words so much as the awful agouv 
and change portrayed in his face. While 
he was telling of his desire to murder, his 
countenance assumed such a malignant ex­ 
pression that one would almost swear it 
was not the same man who a moment be­ 
fore bad been sitting quietly in the chair. 
The jury found him insane and commit­ 
ted him to the asylum at Kankakee.

N ew Y ork, July 25th.— In response to 
invitations extended by Mayor Grant the 
representative business men of tbis city 
assembled in the Governor's room in the 
City Hall this atlernoon, to consider a 
project for holding an international exposi­ 
tion in New York in 1892. Mayor Grant 
presided and was made permanent Chair­ 
man of the committee.

N ew Y ork, July 25th.—J. Mervyn Dona­ 
hue has completed the sale of one block of 
$175,000 of his bonds. He found no diffi­ 
culty in placing the bonds, for New York 
capitalists have great faith in California in­ 
vestments. Mr. Donahue has within the 
last week purchased ¿500 tons of steel 
rails, three new engines and twenty-live 
cars These will be at once shipped.

Mr. Donahue says that on 
the completion of this work it is his inten­ 
tion to carry on the work begnn on the 
Little Sonoma Valley Glen Ellen line, 
making the road a broad-gauge throughout 
its length. This work is to be begun in the 
fall and pushed to early completion.

It 
is now stated Maybrick was a confirmed 
arsenic eater, frequently taking the deadlv 
drug in beef tea and soup in order to 
hoodwink bis relatives. 
Thomas Stansel, a former valet of May­ 
brick, has sailed for Liverpool to testify to 
the dead man's arsenic-eating habits.

ALA SK AN W ATERS. 
B ritish Sealer* Send T heir C atch to V ic­ 
toria, B ritish C olum bia. 
V ictoria (B. C.), July 25th.—The British 
schooner Wanderer arrived this afternoou 
from the Noith Pacific ocean, having on 
board 5,000 sealskins. This comprises the 
catch of the Victoria fleet which the Wan­ 
derer was deputed to bring down. All the 
seals were caught outside Behring sea. 
The skins were transferred from the Brit­ 
ish vessels to the Wanderer at Sand Point 
in the end of June. British sealers in­ 
tended immediately to enter Behring sea. 
Several American sealers were lying at an­ 
chor at Sand Point when the Wanderer 
sailed for Victoria. The Americans did 
not intend entering Behring sea, as it was 
understood they had instructions from 
their owners to that effect. An American 
cutter was also at anchor at Sand Point, 
keeping close watch on the schooners. 
Considerable anxiety is felt here for 
further news from Behring sea, as it is gen­ 
erally believed Victoria vessels will be 
seized by the wholesale. The skins caught 
were sent down by the Wanderer to pre­ 
vent their loss in ’ case the vessels were 
seized. The people on the Wanderer are 
very reticent, and news is hard to get. 
A partial list of tbe catch gives the 
American schooners Lillie L. 560. Walter 
L. Rich, 904, Henrv Dennis 16; the British 
vessels Theresa 250, Annie C. Moore 525. 
Maggie Mac 690, Juanita 500, Pathfinder 
550, Viva 872. The total cateb up to June 
2Sih is as follows: Saphyr 610, Black Dia­ 
mond 283, Maggie Mao 630, Annie C. 
Moore 489, Viva 872. Theresa 198. Path­ 
finder 558, Walter L. Rich 923. Venture 
327, W. P. Savward 458. Ariel 283, Juanita 
32, Triumph 240, Lillie L. 520, Bessie But­ 
ler 250, Mollie Adams 500, San Diego 500 
Fowler 500, Allie Alger 253, J. K. Lewis 
242.The Wanderer brought the Captain and 
two men ot the American schooner Web­ 
ster. The Webster was wrecked June 28th 
on a sunken rock off the entrance to Cook 
Bay, Unga Island, Alaska, and is a total 
loss, including a few sealskins, fish and the 
vessel's stores. The Webster was coming 
into the harbor under full sail before a 
stiff breeze and a heavy sea, when she 
struck and her keel was immediately 
smashed. The crew proceeded to Popotl 
Island, where they separated among sev­ 
eral vessels. 
The vessel was valued at 
$14,000, and insured in the Fireman’s 
Fund and other companies for $8,000. She 
was owned by Solomon Jacobs. 
Captain McAlmond reports that another 
sealing vessel from San Francisco, name 
unknown, had foundered at sea with all 
hands aboard excepting two seamen, who 
reached the shore in safety. 
No tidings can be heard of the schooners 
Annie, Otter and James Hamilton, and 
thev are given up as lost. 
Word has been received here tbat the 
American sloop B. A R., from Seattle, cap­ 
sized off Cowichon Gap, Vancouver Island, 
i he crew was saved, but the vessel is still 
adrift in the gulf. 


NOTES FROM ELLENSBURG. 
B uilding B oom —A ttractin g Settlers—P er­ 
m anent C apitol. 
E llensburg (W. T.), July 25th.—Con­ 
siderable indignation is ielt in Ellensburg 
over the effort of Olympia to permanently 
locate the State Capitol at that place with­ 
out submitting the question of location to 
the people. It is the desire of Ellensburg 
and its iriends that an honrst vote of the 
people should decide the permanent Cap­ 
itol location, and they are willing to abide 
by the decision of the popular vote. 
This, they say, is the only lair way to 
decide the matter. 
Before the fire Ellensburg had nineteen 
saloons, occupying nearly an entire block 
on one of the principal streets. At a meet­ 
ing of the City Council last night a petition 
was presented by four leading saloon men 
asking that the license be increased to 
$1,000 per year. Heretolore the license has 
been $300. 
The burnt district is now covered with 
all kinds of building material, and the 
scene one of great activity in rebuilding. 
It is estimated that iully a million dollars 
will be expended this fall in new buildings 
of every description, but more particularly 
brick. 
A steam fire engine, which was ordered 
before the fire, reached here to-day irom 
the East and is the first of the kind in Cen­ 
tral Washington. 
Immigration from the East is very heavy 
and every section is filled. This portion of 
Washington is attracting a great many. 
The great iron and coal interests in this 
section are now attracting the attention of 
Eastern capitalists. 


CH AR G ED W ITH CONSPIRACY. 
J. W . Shank tin anil John P . Cosgrove 
are A rrested. 
F resno, July 25th.—J. W. Shankiin, one 
of the editors and proprietors of the Daily 
Rejmblican, and J. P. Cosgrove, the city 
ednor of the same paper, were arrested to­ 
day charged with conspiracy. The charge 
was sworn to by C. B. Hartón, one of the 
Expositor editorial staff. It is alleged in 
the complaint that Shankiin and Cosgrove 
conspired to induce Hartón to commit a 
felony in order to run him out of town. 
It is alleged they secured the assistance of 
one Alma Jewett, one of the demi-monde, 
and an attempt was made to get HartoD to 
accept hush-money, relating to certain 
gambling houses and houses of ill-fame. 
The trap was set but Hartón failed to 
bite at the bait. Discovering the plot, Har­ 
tón caused their arrest. This is all caused 
by the Republican's efforts to remove the 
houses of ill-repute from the city limits. 
It is expected some unsavory tales will be 
told on both sides before the case is fin­ 
ished. 


AN O TH ER RA ILR O A D . 
P roposed N arrow -gauge R oad In to the 
Y'uba F ooth ills. 
Martsville, July 25th.—The project has 
beenrevived lor the construction of a nar­ 
row-gauge railroad from Marysville into 
the foothills of Yuba county by the way of 
Brown’s valley, on the north side of the 
Yuba river. 
T. W. Reece, formerly County Surveyor 
of Butte, and late Constructing Engineer ot 
the Knight's Lamling extension of the 
Northern California Railroad, has interested 
himself in the matter, and issues a printed 
circular, giving the estimates of cost oi the 
road and the receipts. He figures the cost 
at about a quarter of million of dollars.and 
will canvass this city and the foothills for 
subscriptions to defray the cost ot the sur­ 
vey. The road would open up a fine foot­ 
hill country, second to none in the Slate, 
and would probably pay good return on 
the cost of construction. The objective 
point would be the Oregon House, about 
thirty miles distant from Marysville. 


FIREBU G S A T W O RK . 
A Sporting-H ouse in San B ernardino D e­ 
stroyed by F ire. 
S an B ernardino, July 25th.—This morn­ 
ing at 2:10 o'clock a fire occurred in the 
sporting-house ou First street, while all the 
inmates were at the Springs, four miles 
from town. The flames communicated to 
the adjoining house, and both were de­ 
stroyed. The contents of the latter were 
saved, but oi the first all were burned ex­ 
cept the piano. The fire was of incendiary 
origin. Tbree men were seen in the house 
by two girls of the neighboring house, and 
a moment later tbe flames burst out fropt 
both upstairs and downstairs. The piano 
was saturated with kerosene. An attempt 
was made a few days ago to burn the same 
house, but the fire was put out. Robbery 
seemed to be tbe object. About a week 
ago several trunks were moved up town 
belonging to the landlady and stored «wav. 


She was arrested this morning, but liber­ 
ated shortly afierward, no evidence being 
obtaiued to hold her.

DEA TH O F CH ARLEM AGNE TO W ER. 
T lie M illionaire W ho O pened Fp the M in- 
nesuta Iron M ines. 
P h iladelph ia, July 25th—A private 
dispatch from Waterville, N. Y., announces 
the death at his summer residence of Char­ 
lemagne Tower, oi this city. Mr. Tower 
was in his eighty-first year, and his death 
was due to paralysis. He leaves four 
daughters and a son, and an enormous for­ 
tune. 
Mr. Tower was born in Oneida countv, 
N. Y. He graduated Irom Harvard Uni­ 
versity in 1830. He studied law in New 
York city, where he practice! for some 
time, afterwards going to Pennsylvania. 
His steps may be traced throueh many of 
the great legal battles in the different coun­ 
ties of Pennsylvania. He became owner 
of large bodies of coal lands and was di­ 
rector on several corporations. 
He was actively interested in the con­ 
struction and management of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad and was a member ofthe 
Board of Directors for several years. The 
greatest and most successful undertaking, 
perhaps, of Mr. Tower’s long business 
career, was his development of the iron re­ 
sources of Minnesota, now well-known to 
the world as the "Vermillion range.” It 
was about fifteen years ago that Mr. Tower 
learned of tbe existence of iron ore de­ 
posits near Vermillion Lake, a body of 
water ninety miles northwest of Duluth. 
The country was then a wilderness, a torest 
almost without paths, and its explorations a 
matter of great difficulty. 
An expert was, however, sent out by 
Tower in 1875 to make a thorough examin­ 
ation, and the report was so favorable that 
he purchased about 20.000 acres of mineral 
laud near the lake. Years were required 
to get things into shape, and it was not un­ 
til 1883 that Mr. Tower had things in readi­ 
ness for the construction of a railroad. He 
laid out a line of road from the lake to a 
point on Lake Superior, about thirty miles 
northeast of Duluth—called Two Harbors. 
Here Mr. Tower bought property, con­ 
structed docks, and acquired terminal la- 
cilities. 
The mines were opened and a force of 
men set to work digging ore. Meanwhile 
the railroad was being built. All through 
the winter of 1883-84 a force of 1,500 men 
were laboring in the Minnesota woods, 
feiling trees, grading aDd laying tracks. 
The expenses were enormous, but Mr. 
Tower was equal to the demand upon his 
resources. Hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars were expended, and not a cent com­ 
ing in. 
Through the spring of 1884 the work was 
pressed with vigor, and late in July the 
road was completed. On July 31, 1884. the 
first trainload of ore passed from Ver­ 
million Lake to Lake Superior, where it 
was shipped on barges to Cleveland. Be­ 
fore the close of the year 68,000 tons of ore 
had been shipped from the mines, and by 
1887 the annual output had been increased 
to 400,000 tons. 
On June 5. 1887, Mr. Tower disposed of 
his large interests in the Vermillion range 
to a syndicate. On that day, in this city, 
Mr. Tower handed over to the syndicate 
the stock and bonds of the Duluth and 
Iron Range Railroad and title deeds to 
some 20,000 acres of land, and received in 
retnrn certified checks on banks and finan­ 
cial institutions to the amount of over 
$6,000,000.

E xtradition P apers. 
W ashington, July 25th.—An extradition 
warrant was signed by Actiag Secretary of 
State Wbarton to-day, upon the request of 
the Governor of California, lor the arrest of 
Richard E. Taylor, who is charged with 
forging the name of George Shandon to a 
promissory note for $4,S00. Taylor is sup­ 
posed to be in Hawaii. 
The trial of the strikers arrested at Bres­ 
lau resulted in the conviction of tbir'y- 
two. Henkel, the riugleader, was sen­ 
tenced to seven years’ penal servitude, and 
will be deprived of civil rights for seven 
years. Nine were sentenced to terms rang­ 
ing from eighteen months to five years at 
hard labor. Twenty-two were sentenced 
from one year to four years without haid 
labor.

DIGNITY OF THE CROWN. 
Lafenurhere W ants «o AlsnllsU » Lot of

London, July 25th.—The report of the 
Parliamentary Committee on Royal Grants 
was callen up in the House of "Commons 
this afternoon. Smith, the Government 
leader, declined to answer the question as 
to the amount oi the Queen's savings, and 
moved the adoption of the committee re­ 
port. The Government could not believe, 
he said, that any important section of tbe 
people grudged royalty tbe moderate pro­ 
vision necessary to maintain its dignity. 
If they examined the systems of other 
countries they would find ihe English sys 
tern the most t conomica I. giving invaluable 
stablility, while obtaining the respect ofthe 
English speaking people. 
Labouchere moved the adoption of his 
substitute, declaring the sums given the 
royal family already ample, ami it further 
supplies were Headed they ought "to he pro­ 
vided through retrenchments in the roval 
household, ami not by frtsb demands upon 
the tax payers. 
He ridiculed Smith’s 
assertion of economy, calling attention to 
the fact that while the President of the 
United States received only $50.000 annu­ 
ally. the Queen and her family receive 
$3,500,000. 
The Government admitted large savings 
of the Queen from the civic list. Doubtless 
these savings were well invested. It was 
impossible for the country to submit to the 
burden of an indefinite number of grand 
children. He did not complain ot Mr. 
Gladstone supporting the grants. 
The 
Liberals understood Gladstone’s position. 
Labouchere proceeded to explain how a 
reduction of the Queen’s household ex­ 
penses would produce the sutn necessary to 
provide for the junior royalties. If the use­ 
less offices oi Lord Chamberlain, Lord Stew­ 
ard, Master of the Horse. Master of the 
Buckhounds, eight Lords in Waiting, eight 
Grooms in Watting, four Equerries and a 
number of others were abolished, an am ­ 
ple sum would be left for the purpose men­ 
tioned. There were gentlemen who would 
be glad to do the work these offices en­ 
tailed for nothing. Mr. Chamberlain, for 
instance. [Laughter], 
Samuel Storrey. u Radical, seconded the 
amendment. 
Gladstone said he was averse to all meas- 
urea of economy that impaired the dignity 
and splendor of the crown, therefore he 
supported the Government. 
TAKING A RECESS. 
Tlxe Parnell Commission Adjourned t** 
October "Mtli. 
London, July 25th.—The Parnell Com­ 
mission entered upon a long recess to-day. 
When the Court met this morning. Hard- 
castle, an accountant, testified that the 
books of the Land League, which had been 
produced before the Commission, covered 
the whole period ot the League's existence. 
He could not say that the £75,000, which 
was unaccounted for, owing to the absence 
ot tbe Ladies’ League, had been misappro­ 
priated. 
Soames, solicitor for the Times, in reply 
to a question by Sexton, said that be 
could not tell within £10,000 the amount 
tbe Times paid witness. The sum, how­ 
ever, was very large. This concluded the 
taking of evidence, aud the Court adjoarueil 
to October 24th. 
Justice Hannon ordered Thomas Condon 
and John O'Connor, members of Com­ 
mons, who, while serving sentences in Ire­ 
land for offenses under the Crimes Act, 
were brought to London to testify before 
the Paineil Commission, to compiete the 
remainder of their terms iu London in 
prison. 
SHORT CABLE ROUTE. 
From West Port, Iroland, to Greonly 
Island. 1.1)00 Miles. 
Ottaw a, July 25th.—Application is being 
made to the Government to guarantee the 
New Canadian Cable Company its capital 
required, which is $1,700,000. Dobell of 
Quebec has already secured $.':50,000 in En­ 
gland by private subscription. He will re­ 
turn to England next week to raise the 
sum to $500,000. Then, with the Dominion 
guarantee, he will place $1,000,000 in the 
hands of London financial agents, and in­ 
vite subscription for the balance of $700,­ 
000. The reason it is believed the Domin­ 
ion Government will grant the aid asked is 
that Sir John MacDonald aud Sir Hector 
Languin are favorable to the scheme, and 
Sir Charles Tupper, in London, is aiding it. 
It will be the shortest ocean cable. Enter­ 
ing the water at West Port, Ireland, it will 
run to Greenly Island, in the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence, a distance of 1,900 miles, as 
against 3,100 to New York.

A STRANGE CASE. 
Assuming that the case of Harry Mun- 
xer is correctly reported, liis comes very 
nearly being the realization of the fancy 
of Stevenson in the singular fiction “Dr. 
Jekyl and Mr. Hyde.” It will not be the 
3rst time, however, that a wild fancy on 
the part of a romancist has been found to 
¿ave a close parallel in reality. It proves, 
if anything, that after all our imagination 
cannot much run in advance of the things 
we know to he real. The story is that 
Munzer appeared the other day in a Chi­ 
cago Court and asked to be sent to au in­ 
sane asylum for treatment for homicidal 
mania. He relates that while at all other 
times well and perfectly sane, about once 
in two years his whole nature undergoes a 
radical change. He becomes morose and 
is disposed to seize any weapon at hand 
and kill the first person he sees. At such 
times he is perfectly sensible of his condi­ 
tion ; he knows what he is impelled to do 
is wrong, hut he realizes also that he is 
physically unable to control the impulse 
in its physical manifestations. Ilis men­ 
tal faculties, he declares, are at such times 
clear, they do not grow at all weaker, but 
seem to undergo a change, and he is con­ 
scious of a great revolution in his being, 
but is unable to resist or to confess his con­ 
dition to anyone. He told his father suf­ 
ficient, in a lucid interval, to induce him 
to send him to an asylum for treatment, 
but he there grew worse rather than bet­ 
ter, and besought the Court to commit 
him to an institution where he could be 
radically treated, if that were possible. 
A ll this is much the story any man 
could tell who experiences attacks of irre­ 
sponsibility and premonitions of their ap­ 
proach. But while the young man of 27 
related this pitiful experience his physical 
being did indeed seem to undergo a 
change, and the transformation startled 
Court and jury, and held them spellbound 
with horror. The report proceeds: 
1 rom an innocent, hanniess expression at the 
beginning he changed to one of conning and 
malignity as he proceeded. 
Deep lines ap­ 
oca < d in his cheeks beside his nose. His eye­ 
brows fell down and the corn rs ot hie mouth 
drew down. U s forehead wrinkled up as an 
old man s and his voice actually changed so 
that.a listener might have supposed that a man 
ol 4a years was talking The words came from 
deep down In his chest, and, iu lad. the entire 
aspect of the man was changed. He bent for- 
wu d 111 his chair. His shoulders stooped ami 
his eyes became watery. It was remarkable. 
T he C 'Urt gaz.-d at the phenomenon before him 
111 astonishment. Vi hen the narrator reached 
tha' portion ot his recital where he spoke of 
killing, the jury gazed upon Hie face of a man 
ab ni to commit murder. •• That will do,” said 
the Juage in a husky voice. Munzer was 
startled at the command. He looked ut> wildly, 
then lell hack in hischRir. half exhausted, with 
asigli. Te-rs fell down his cheeks, ihc wrinkles 
disappeared from his forehead, the fiendish ex­ 
pression left his face, and in u minute more lie 
was tbe yo.mg man Harrv Munzer again with 
an Innocent lace. 
This is altogether a remarkable story, 
and as dramatic as the fiction of Steven­ 
son with which the public lias been made 
familiar. It presents not a new problem 
in 1 sychology, but a case in an old one, 
in the most pronounced form of which we 
have read. The effect of mental disturb­ 
ance upon the physical condition has long 
been an interesting study, but there is no 
recorded instance of any such rapid and 
radical change as the case of Munzer il­ 
lustrates, nor has there liecn known any 
phase of the phenomena in former ola-erv- 
ationsin which there is an immediate re­ 
turn to the normal oondition as happened 
in the presence of the Court at Chicago. 
It is probable that Munzcr's isa remarkably 
strong and marvelously developed ease of 
mental action upon the physical lieing. 
Munzer is prohaWy so sensible to nervous 
excitation that his countenance rapidly as­ 
sumes the cast that reflects the mental con­ 
dition; and it is probable also that this 
Hingular merit d disturbance is not so 
great as to wholly deprive its victim of 
consciousness of the character of the im­ 
pulse by which he is temporarily enslaved. 
It is a strange case, and as an unusual and 
nnparalelled phenomenon in [mythologi­ 
cal research it is to be hoped that the 
physicians will frequently inform the pub­ 
lic of the development of the case and the 
discoveries to which it may lead.

This 
ought to settle the question, for no man is 
better qualified to determine it than Edi­ 
son. His statement should put at rest the 
doubt and fear of the electrical companies 
that started and kept up the opposition to 
the law. It has beeu silly resistance from 
the first, proceeding upon the theory that 
to execute criminals by electricity will 
make the use of this agency unpopular for 
other purposes. Hanging has not had that 
effect upon rope.

YACATIOU HiS COME. 


A GALA DAY AMONG THE PUPILS OF 
THE CITY SCHOOLS. 


H onors Conferred Upon the G raduates— 
Y esterday’s K xercises—The H igh 
School E ntertainm ent. 


Yesterday witnessed the ceremonies at­ 
tendant npon the closing ot the public 
schools of the city for the summer term, 
not to re open until the first Monday in 
October. 
Below will be found a full 
account of the exercises that took place in 
the various schools: 
By 7:30 o’clock last evening every seat in 
the Metropolitan Theater was occupied by 
those who had been fortunate enough to 
receive invitations to attend tbe graduating 
exercises of the Sacramento High School, 
and standing-room was at a premium. 
Promptly on time the enrtain was rung 
up, and a beautiful picture was revealed to 
the audience. The bright and pretty stage 
setting was profusely decorated with flow­ 
ers and evergreens, while in front of the 
stag», bordering the footlights, were a dozen 
or more artistically arranged and appropri­ 
ate floral pieces. 
But this was not the prettiest part of the 
picture by any means. 
In the center of the stage sat twenty-two 
blushing young ladies — brunettes and 
blondes—arranged in rows, while in the 
background sat tbe four young gentlemen 
graduates, making twenty-six in all. To 
the left of tbe graduates sat their teachers 
and the members of the Board of Educa­ 
tion.Rev. Dr. Herrick opened the exercises by 
invoking the aid and blessing of the A1 
mighty upon those who were about to 
leave school and begin their battle with 
the world; also, upon the friends and ac­ 
quaintances present. 
Owing to illness Miss Sophie Comstock 
did not deliver the salutatory address, as 
announced upon the programme. 
Miss Georgia Reed was the first essayist. 
Her subject was the “ Class History.”’ In 
a clear, distinct and pleasing voice she 
went over the work accomplished by the 
graduating class during the past three 
years, of tbe accomplishments and learn­ 
ing all had succeeded in obtaining, and 
concluded by calling the attention of her 
classmates to the trials and battles they are 
now about to enter into. 
Following this the graduates sang a pretty 
class song entitled “Whither,” atier which 
Miss Nellie S. O’Neill read an essay on 
“The Home as a Reflector of Character.” 
The essay was full of philosophy and truth. 
The character of the inmate, she said, could 
invariably be determined irom the abode. 
The neat little cottage, though not denot­ 
ing wealth and great prosperity, denoted 
that refinement and taste dwelt within. 
For example, she held up the dwelling- 
places of the poets—Longfellow’s historical 
country house, in which the Father of our 
country once resided, and many other like 
instances. The poets wanted nothing arti­ 
ficial or gaudy. The most natural and 
rural retreat was their choice. 
Miss Alice Nixon next astonished the 
audience with the masterly manner in 
which she could speak the French tongue. 
She read an essay in that language entitled 
“ La Vie de Madame de Stael,” and her 
pronounciation and smoothness of speak­ 
ing received the high commendation of 
those in the audience who appreciated her 
efficiency. 
Frank A. Griffin followed in a patriotic 
and soul stirring oration on “Gar Coun­ 
try,” at the conclusion of which the audi­ 
ence applauded and cheered wildly until 
the speaker advanced again to the foot­ 
lights to bow his lhauks. 
“ The Star-Spangled Banner ” wss sung 
effectively and sweetly by Miss Effie J. Al- 
sip, assisted by tbe other members of the 
class in the chorus, after which Lillie S. 
Swanston read an intelligent essay on “The 
Children’s Friend.” In her remarks she 
referred chiefly to the great work inaugu­ 
rated by Froebelin establishing kindergar­ 
tens for the primitive education of cnil- 
dren. These institutions, she said, were 
the noblest of modern times. Peniten­ 
tiaries and Reformatories would all be torn 
down as useless if all children were de­ 
veloped and molded in kindergartens. 
Froebel was indeed the “ Children’s 
Friend.” 
Miss Minnie Schaw’a essay in German on 
the subject of “Platen and the Romantic 
School” 
demonstrated that she had 
reached the perfection mark in her study 
of that language. 
Her words were clear 
and her construction all that could be de­ 
sired. She received much applause. 
The next event was the feature of the 
evening—Miss Ida Desmond’s vocal solo, 
descriptive of “The Dove.” The young 
lady possesses a remarkably clear, sweet 
voice, the flexibility arid compass of which 
astonished the critical audience. At tbe 
conclusion of the rendition the little lady 
was applauded to the echo. The audience 
stormed for more, but she modestly bowed 
and retired to her seat without granting 
them an extra. It was sometime before 
the spectators would consent to the next 
number of the programme being rendered. 
H. H. McC’laughry’s contribution to the 
entertainment was an eloquent address 
relative to the history and achievements ol 
John A. Sutter, with which Sacramentan?, 
as a rule, are so familiar. The speaker ex­ 
pressed himself as being with tbe Pioneers 
first, last and all the time in their repudia­ 
tion of the statements made by some mean 
people that Sutter was only an adventurer. 
Miss Etta Steinmann’s valedictory ad­ 
dress was brief, but to the point. It was 
full of pathos, too, and when she referred 
to the many, many bright and happy days 
spent in the school which they were now 
about to leave, tears were seen to glisten in 
the eyes of the graduates. "This farewell 
means much,” said tbe young iady to her 
classmates “It’s like parting with an old 
friend. The path we have been traveling 
leaas no further. From hence a series of 
cross-roads branch out. Our future is in 
our own hands. Some of us may be cast in 
lowly and humble walks, others in lofty 
and gorgeous ones.” She concluded by 
thanking their teachers and the Board for 
the high services rendered, and bade them 
farewell. 
After another class song. Principal J. H. 
Pond praised his class in a lew chosen re­ 
marks for the courteous and upright man­ 
ner in which they had conducted them­ 
selves during their three years’ schooling 
under him. He then bade them all fare­ 
well, wishing them every success in future 
life and happiness, etc. 
The diplomas were then distributed by 
Superintendent Beard. 
The exercises closed with the singing by 
the class of the following original sone, 
written by Miss Mary Feeney, one of the 
graduates: 
Once more we part; the llnksof vore 
Welded by friendship, true and stanch, 
Are sundered, aud up m the tide 
Of life's broad current now we lannch; 
Our years of toil have qnicklv sped, 
And as to-night our work is o'er, 
We've met to bid a last adien

The classmates whom we there have met, 
And cherished with firm hearts and true, 
We leave t --night with sad regrets: 
And though “ MTiat Follows" in this life.

And t ndly round our hearts will cling. 
To-night for us the scroll of Hope, 
Unrolls a future fair and brizht;

The exercises atiencant on ¡he annual 
closing of the Sacramento Grammar School 
yaelerday moraing were probably the most 
successful that have yet taken place at that 
school.

Miss Abbott came forward, and. in a 
pleasant address, turned to tbe teachers of 
the graduating class, and after thanking 
them most sincerely in behalf of the class 
for their efforts to instill their charges 
with knowledge aud to give them au edu­ 
cation, she presented to Miss Watson a 
handsome rocking-chair, made of some ot 
the choicest woods, and to Miss Weeks she 
gave a handsomely-bound volume of the 
“ Poems of Longfellow.” Miss Griffin was 
not forgotten, and received an elegant dia­ 
mond ring. All three of the teachers were 
apparently at a loss for speech at tbe mo­ 
ment, but afterwards each extended her 
heartfelt thanks for the offerings. 
P. E. Platt delivered the address to the 
graduates, end his remarks were both in­ 
structive and well-timed. They were now 
just entering into the higher branches of 
education, and it was to their interest to 
make the best of opportunities and help 
themselves along. 
A parting song by the graduates, and the 
exercises were concluded. H appy children 
kissed their kind teachers farewell for the 
vacation, and the partings made an im­ 
pressive scene.

drawings of the pUDils were exhibited on 
blackboards. Figures and characters of all 
descriptions were to be seen, and tbe 
ability displayed by some of the pupils 
was really rem arkable. In all the rooms 
were compositions by m em bers of the 
classes, neatly arranged against the walls. 
The tops of the blackboards around each 
room were ornam ented with borders of 
various designs, and, taken altogether, each

M ILLEK 'S C H IN E SE 
R ULING . 


S ecreta ry XX’in d om In d o rses th e R u lin g, 
a n d E x p la in s H is A ctio n . 
W ashington, July 25th.—As to ihe At- 
torney-Geueral'» opinion permitting Chi­ 
nese now at New Orleans to cross the 
country, which was given yesterday, lead­ 
ing Treasury officials believe that Secretary 
Windom will pay no attention to it. It is 
not binding, and is simply the opinion of 
one man. The Secretary of the Treasury 
is held responsible for carrying out the Re­ 
striction Act and the exclusion of the Chi­ 
nese, and it is said that it would not be 
good judgment on his part to allow the 
Chinese to enter this country under the 
guise of tourists. Were they to be allowed 
to do so the only safeguard the department 
could adopt to prevent their stopping off en 
route wauld be to detail one or more spe­ 
cial agents to guard them through the 
country, and this would take an additional 
appropriation of at least $100,000 annually, 
and then still there would be risk, for the 
Chinese are hard to distinguish in crowds. 
As Secretary Windom did not approve So­ 
licitor Hepburn’s opinion some time ago, 
it is confidently believed be will take the 
same action on the Attorney-General's de­ 
cision, which is to the same effect. 
No permission has been given to the Col­ 
lector at New Orleans to release the twelve 
Chinese there, and it is believed at the de­ 
partment that none will be given. Secre­ 
tary Windom is expected back to-day, and 
will probably act at once. 
Solicitor Hepburn, to whom the cpiestion 
whether a Chinese enlisted in the United 
States naval service and in duty on board 
the wrecked vee.s-ls at Samoa wa9 entitled 
to land in the United States was referred, is 
of the opinion that there is nothing in the 
Chinese Exclusion Act to prohibit the land­ 
ing in the United States of such Chinese, 
even if their term of service had terminated 
on their arrival at San Francisco. The 
Solicitor considers that as these men formed 
part of the working outtit of the vessels 
they are exempted from the operations of 
the Exclusión Act. 
WINDOM TAKES IMMEDIATE ACTION. 
Washington, July 25th.—Secretary Win­ 
dom returned to-day, and, contrary to ex­ 
pectations. he at once confirmed and pro­ 
mulgated the opinion of the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral as to Chintse being allowed to pass 
through the United States as tourists. The 
Collector at New Orleans was at once in­ 
structed to allow those detained there to 
proceed on their way, presenting through 
limited tickets to San Francisco, no stop- 
offs being allowed. At present it cannot be 
ascertained whether the department will 
adopt suitable regulations or not, more 
than to see that the Chinse have through 
tickets from port to port. 
INDORSING miller’s RULING. 
W ashington, July 25th.—Secretary W in­ 
dom was seeu by the California Associated 
I’ress reporter and asked his reasons for 
contirming the opinion of Attorney Gen­ 
era! Miller. 
"Well,” he replied. “I could see no other 
way out of it. 
The Attorney-General not 
only confirmed tne opinion of ex-Attorney- 
General Brewster in 1882, but that of So­ 
licitor of the Treasury Hepburn a short 
time sicce. He also decided that the Scott 
Exclusion Act did not cover Chinese as 
tourists, and in the face of these eminent 
legal authorities I could not do otherwise. 
Beside, I was assured from a number of 
reliable sources that Chinese had been al­ 
lowed to go through the country as tourists 
from San Francisco, New York and other 
points, and very successfully, not a single 
case being reported of one of them taking 
advantage of this privilege and stopping off 
en route.” 
"Mr. Secretary, what precautions will 
you uow take to prevent their stopping off 
en route?” was asked. 
“Simply to reiterate the Department’s 
circular of 1883 on the same subject; and 
it that should not be sufficient, I shall 
adopt more stringent onea.” 
The circular mentioned by the Secretary 
is dated January 23, 1883, is signed by Sec­ 
retary Folger, and is as follows: 
7b Collector* of Custom» and 0 hcrt: The Attor­ 
ney-General, iu an opiulou of December 26,1882, 
addressed to th e Secretary of State, has decided 
th at Ch nose laborers in transit m erely across 
the territory of the United .States iu the course 
of their journey to or from other countries, are 
n eith er em igrants uor Chinese com ing to the 
United States as laborers w ithin the language of 
the treaty ol Novem ber 17. 1S80, or the Act of 
May 6, 1882: aud further, th a t it is not incum ­ 
bent upon such passengers to produce the cer­ 
tificates of identifica.ion prescribed by Sections 
4 aud 6 of th a t act, provided th a t by com petent 
proof they m ay otherw ise establish th eir tran ­ 
sient status. The D epartm ent of Slate has trans­ 
m itted th e opinion of the Attorney-General to 
this D epartm ent w ith its approbation. Treas­ 
ury decision No. 6,313. dated Julv 20, 1882, is 
therefore revoked, and the following regula­ 
tions are adopted by this D epartm ent to carry 
into effect the m ore recent opinion of the A ttor­ 
ney-General and th e views of the D epartm ent of 
State: 
1. W here a Chinese Consul resides at the port 
ol anding or entrance into the United Stales by 
any Chinese laborer claim ing to be m erely in 
transit thiough the territory of the United State-, 
in the course of a joum ey to or from other coun­ 
tries, a certificate of such Chinese Consul iden­ 
tifying the bearer by nam e, hight, age, etc , so 
far as practicable, aud show ing the place and 
d ate of such arriv al, the place at which he is to 
leave the United Stales, th e date w hen the jo u r­ 
ney is to begin, and th at it is to be continuous 
and direct, shall be acceepted as prima facie 
evidence, and such certificate slia l lie requested 
in all cases w here a Chinese Consul re-ides at 
such port. 
2. In the absence ol such certificate, or other 
com petent evidt nee to show the identity of the 
la-rson and the fact that a bona fide transit only 
is iutended m ay be received. The production 
of a througn ticket across the whole of ihe ter- 
ritorv of the United Slutes intended to be trav­ 
ersed m ay lie received as com petent proof, and 
should be exhibited to th e Collector and veri 
fled by him . such tickets and all other evi 
dence p resen t-d m ust be so stam ped or m arked 
and dated by th e custom s officers as to prevent 
th eir use theaecond time. 
:t. In the case ot a num ber of Chinese being 
transported in a body u n d erch arg e of agents or 
others the atlidavil of such agent or others iu 
charge, w ith proof satisfactory to the Collector 
th a t su rh laborer» will be conveyed w ithout de­ 
lay across the territory of the United Slates aud 
delivered <>■ board a ship or into foreign terri­ 
tory, m ay Ire received in lieu of the tickets re­ 
quired in the for- go irg regulation. 
1. Descriptive lists oi ali such Chinese will be 
prepared in duplicate and presented to the Col­ 
lector of Customs, substantially in the form 
m entioned in th e circular ot May IS, 1882, [syn­ 
opsis 5,2311, an d show iug in addition the place 
aud date of th e arrival au d the place and date 
of the intended departure, and, w hen practica­ 
ble, the route to be traveled. One copy will be 
retained on the files of his office, and one will 
bo forwarded by m ail to the Collector of Cus­ 
toms at the port of exit, w ho will take pains to 
see th a t the passengers duly leave the Uuiled 
su te s. If they do not. h e w ill report the fart 
to this D epartm ent, o n e list m ay be m ade to 
include all ihe Chinese tra n sp o ru n a to n e tim e 
and each list should be properly daied, signed 
a n d sealed by the Collector or Deputy. W here 
cons derable uunibers of Chinese in ten d to 
«ravet from th e port of entrance to the port of 
ex it, un d er charge o f an agent, as before m en­ 
tioned, it will be sufficient to have included iu 
the descriptive list to be m ailed to th e c ollector 
at the port of ex it the num ber of persons who 
are to go torw aid, the nam e of th e agent in 
charge, and the route by wblch they are to 
travel. 
MaDy Treasury officials, including Act­ 
ing Secretary Bstcheller, believe that the 
adoption of the opinion means the virtu»! 
repeal of the exclusion laws. They admit 
that the safeguaids es'ahlished by the cir­ 
cular of January, 1883, are but flimsy at 
best, and that the coolies can mansge to 
come to this country under a tourists' char­ 
acter, and remain w hen they are in. 
Mr. Batchciler believes "that the only 
sategnard that the country can now have 
would be ihe detailing of special Treasury 
agents to accompany each party of coolies 
from the time thev enter the country until 
their departure 
This would mean an ex­ 
pense of irobablv $100,000 annually. 
Among the politicians to night the mat­ 
ter is being discussed, and fears are felt as 
to its influence on the coming elections in 
the Northwest, and especially as to Wash­ 
ington Territory, where the anti-Cbinese 
feeliDg runs bieii. 


thirty of them were roaming aronDd the 
water front of 8an Francisco unable to 
secure the wages due them, destitute and 
dependent upon charity for their subsist- 
ecce. 
The charges by the men were, in sub­ 
stance, that they had not been paid their 
"rag money,” $60, which the United States 
contracted to allow them in case of the loss 
of their clothes by the sinking of the vessel; 
that their wages prior to the date ol the 
disaster bad not been paid them, and that 
they had been discharged and sent adrift. 
Done of them with more than $25, and that 
the clothes furnished them in Samoa had 
been charged for at the regular rates, leav­ 
ing them little or nothing to live on after 
this cost bad been deducted from their pay; 
that Lieutenant Carlin, the executive officer 
of the Vandalia, had refused to sign the 
certificate for one of the seamen to be pre­ 
sented to the Fourth Auditor, by which he 
would be enabled to procure his "rag 
money," and finally, that when the men 
disembarked from the Rockton on arriving 
at San Francisco they gave three groans 
lor Captain Farquhar of the Trenton, and 
that they were deprived of what was ju3tly 
due them by subsequent action taken by 
him in a spirit of revenge. 
Copies of the newspaper articles were 
sent to President HarrisoD, and six of the 
sailors joined in the petition to Secretary 
Blaine asking that he use his influence to 
have justice done them. 
Attached to this petition was a copy of 
one of the newspaper articles. 
These were referred to Secretary Tracy, 
who ordered an investigation made as to 
the truth of the statements. The papers 
in the case have just reached the Navy De­ 
partment, and make the following show­ 
ing: 
Commodore 
Benham, 
of the Mare 
Island Navy Yard, says the newspaper 
articles have a grain of truth in them aud 
a great deal of exaggeration, and that the 
attack upon Lieutenant Carlin is unjust in 
the extreme, for the reason that he re­ 
mained at San Francisco by his own re­ 
quest, and was temporarily assigned to the 
receiving-ship Independence, in order that 
he might be able to look after the interests 
of the Vandalia s men, aud aid them in 
obtaining an early settlement of their 
claims. 
As to the complaints of the discharged 
men the Commodore says it is hardly nec­ 
essary to remind the authorities that the 
men cannot be held beyond the date of 
their enlistment. He further furnishes the 
statement made by Lieutenant Burnett 
showing the amounts paid to the men who 
reached San Francisco, fiftv-nine in all. 
These range from $26 81 to $272 08. In no 
case being as as small as the largest amount 
said to have been paid to the men. 
Eighteen men are reported as having de­ 
serted afier their arrival, aud of course they 
received nothing. Lieutenant Carlin states 
that of the nineteen Vandalia men, who it 
wa3 possible “ were roaming ab ut the 
water-front,” one was discharged at his 
own requ .-t, two were discharged at the 
expiration of their enlistment, three weie 
discharged by sentence of court-martial, 
and thirteen were deserters. 
The clothing issued to the men at Samoa 
was charged to them at a discount of 60i 
pci cent. It was good clothiDg, the same 
as worn by the officers and men. 
As to the "rag money,’’ it is stated the 
Government does not sign a contract to pay 
$<10. 
It does promise to pay as much 
as $60 on certain conditions. 
The Lieutenant says: "The claims of the 
men were excessive, as a rule. A seaman 
who shipped in January and was wrecked 
in March can justly claim his pay for two 
months and no more. If he has drawn $60 
worth of clothing he is in debt for at least 
$12. Captain Farquhar could not and did 
not have an order regarding the amount of 
money to be distributed to the Trenton. 
Tne amount of money actually allowed 
was one month’s pay, and the sailor who 
complained that Carlin refused to sign 
his application to the Fourth Auditor 
was told it was useless to m ate application 
until that official was in possession of cer­ 
tain data, which could not possibly be 
furnished before the last of July, but re­ 
fused to accept the statement as final, 
whereby the Lieutenant told him to make 
out his own application.” 
The officer says he did not know the 
seaman had obtained a blank to be signed. 
He further says: ‘As to the statement that I 
would help no one to get his money until 
1 got mine, I will only say that I ain here 
at my own request for the special purpose 
of putting various records in shape, so that 
the Fourth Auditor may properly settle the 
men’s accounts. This "work is now fin­ 
ished and the applications for indemnity 
[otherwise known as Tag money’) have 
been made out, but some of them had 
claims for personal effects. O’Donnell, the 
other man mentioned by name in the 
newspapers, was discharged by sentence of 
court-martial. The only men entitled to 
sympathy are Johansen and Steehmer. 
They have money due which they cannot 
get at present. The claims must follow the 
routine in the Fourth Auditoi’s office, and 
if I am not mistaken an Act of Congress is 
necessary.” 


C O R P O R A L T A N N E R . 


In- 
H is Office U n d e r a C lo u d —T h o ro u g h 
▼ estigation P ro m is e d . 
W ashington, July 25th.—Members of 
the Pension Office Commission are still en­ 
gaged in examining cases. The have as 
yet reached no definite conclusion as to the 
extent of the work, except that there is 
considerable ground to be covered. The 
Commission intends in a few davs to make 
a verbal report to Secretary Noble of what 
is to be done, and then they will probably 
receive some explicit instructions as to the 
course to be pursued in the future. It is 
said that the investigations of the Com­ 
mission will es ablisn one of two things: 
Either that the employes of the Pension 
Office, in presenting to the Commission for 
their signature cases of re-rating, were fol­ 
lowing ttie policy that had be-n pursued 
prior to Tanner's Administration or else 
that a combination had been formed for 
the purpose of getting through such cases, 
trusting to the ignorance and iuexperience 
of the new Commissioner. The records of 
the cases will demonstrate which of these 
conclusions is the correct one. 
In re-rating a case when it is done in ac­ 
cordance wi h the laws, it must be shown 
that there was some error in the original 
disposition of the case when rale of pen­ 
sion was filfed. An increase in the rate of 
a pension is allowed on good evidence of 
this character, aud it is claimed that many 
of the recent rises were re rated od evi­ 
dence which had nothing to do with the 
facts upon which the original pension was 
based. 
A number of beneficiaries of tbe re-rat­ 
ing are employes of the Pension office. It 
is also claimed that this thing has been go­ 
ing on for some time, and that the re-rated 
pensions are scattered all over the country. 
In the event that the Commissioner dis­ 
covers that any of these re rated cases are 
illegal, the facts can be reported to the 
Commissioner of Pensions, aud law points 
indicate the course for him to pursue. 
Pensioners are given sixty days in which 
to show cause why their pensions were 
legally granted. If they fail to do this, 
then the Commissioner can have their pen­ 
sion certificates recalled and the amount 
adjusted to the legal limit 
He can de 
mand that the back pension, if any, should 
be returned, and he has full authority to 
collect it as he would any other form of 
indebtedness. This is the reason why tbe 
report of the Commissioner is awaited with 
a good deal of interest. It is likely that 
some of the present pensioners will be 
called upon to refund. A statement is 
being prepared at the Pension Office, show­ 
ing a number of cases that have been made 
special during the four mouths of Tanner’s 
administration. 
It is found that such cases are less than 
1 000. It is Tanner’s intention to show in 
addition the nntnber of these cases in 
charge of different attorneys, and fie pro­ 
poses to attach to the paper his affidavit, 
staling that the list includes all cases made 
special by his order.
